A Pastoral Letter by ‘Cardinal Faulhaber of Munich 


THEISTIC warfare of the pre- 

sent time attacks the most im- 
portant principle of religion, name- 
ly the belief in God. The Away- 
from-God movement put the axe to 
the main root of religious life. 
There have been unbelievers and 
seoffers at all times. But today a 
demoniacal hatred of God attempts 
to wipe out, with open violence and 
systematic organization, the name 
of God from public as well as from 
private life. The “Moscow Mes- 
senger” of last Christmas had the 
audacity to ridicule and to relegate 
to the realm of fable the biblical 
statement: “In the beginning God 
created heaven and earth” (Gen. 
ak}. 

Formerly it was said: Need 
teaches us to pray. Whenever the 
nations were visited by pestilence, 
war, or famine, they fled to the 
altars of the Lord. Then distress 
was a magnet that drew them to- 
wards God. Today misery is only 
too often a seducer that tears man 
away from God instead of leading 
him to prayer. 

“I Believe In God” 

Animated by these considera- 
tions I intend this Pastoral to be- 
come a catechetical instruction 
dealing with the first article of the 
Apostles’ Creed: “I believe in God, 
the Father Almighty, Creator of 
heaven and earth.” This great God, 
who created Heaven and earth, is 
the origin and the object of our 
life. God is the infinite Being, and 
the infinite Perfection to whom we 
look up in faith. God is the one 
and the only greatness, before 
which we little human beings kneel 
in all humility. God is the Father 
in Heaven to whom we pray; God 
is the Lord to whom we owe fealty. 
God is the Providence in which we 
trust. God is the heaven that fills 
the longing of our soul. God is a 
realty, more so than we are. God 
is a necessity (Luke 10, 42) more 
necessary than we are to our- 
selves. God is nearer to us than 
we are to ourselves: “for in Him 
we live, and move and are” (He is 
not far from every one of us)

Lord God Almighty” (Apoc, 5, 3). 
Come and see the finger and foot- 
prints of God in His Creation. 
God’s Existence Proved 

Come now and bekold in the king 
of creation, in Man, the image of 
God (Gen. 1, 27). The very ability 
to think, to speak, to will the good, 
is a certain similarity to his divine 
original. It is not an identity, but 
an image. The desire of man for 
light and truth is a ray from the 
wisdom of God. The desire of the 
soul of man for joy and beatitude 
is a breath of the love of God. The 
goodness of man is a reflexion of 
the goodness of God. The voice of 
Conscience which approves of the 
good and disapproves of the evil, 
is an invocation of the holiness of 
God. Being invisible, we do not 
see Him, but through our con- 
science we hear Him and hence we 
are sure: He lives.

RELIGION AND 
GOOD MORALS 
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By THE REV. H. C. HENGELL, Ph.D. 


PEAKING from. the lofty 

heights of his towering intel- 
lect,.a university instructor conde- 
scended to remark the other day 
that religion is a good thing for 
the unthinking masses, that reli- 
gion helps the unthinking masses 
to live better lives, but that for the 
educated classes religion is unnec- 
essary and superfluous. 

It is a queer thing that the less 
such instructors know about reli- 
gion, the more they like to talk like 
that. They would be stumped to 
answer the simplest questions of 
the penny catechism, but they do 
not hesitate to utter silly nonsense 
like the sample just quoted. 

Religion Is For All 

It never occurs to them perhaps 
that religion is either true or false. 
It is wrong to delude the masses 
with it. If it is false it cannot be 
a good thing for anybody. On the 
other hand, if religion is true, it is 
true for the unthinking classes that 
only think that they think, as well 
as for the masses that really think. 
Thus our instructor’s remark only 
serves to brand him as an unthink- 
ing fool. Many such a fool hides 
behind a barrage of big words and 
high-sounding phrases. 

We often meet people who take 
it for granted that the chief, if not 
the only value of religion, is to pro-! 
mote and to protect good morals. 
True religion certainly does that, 
but it is not the chief function of 
religion to promote good morals. 

Religion, especially the Christian 
religion, the religion that Christ 
teaches through His only author- 
ized Church, is precious and price- 
less for its own sake, even without 
reference to its influence on good 
morals. It is true that religion lays 
the foundation of good morals, and 
that good morals are best motivated 
by religion, but religion arises out 
of the deepest intellectual convic- 
tion of the presence and reality of 
God. Religion is the relation of 
man to God. More specifically, re- 
ligion is the sum total of our be- 
liefs and acts directed immediately 
to God. 

It is characteristic of the loose 
and sloppy thinking prevailing in 
some quarters of higher education 
to speak of a religion without God. 
But the thinking masses of hu- 
manity, unspoiled by a half baked 
education, know full well that reli-

A House Divided 
- Against Itself 
Cannot Stand

R. CHARLES EDWARD 
STOWE, son of the late Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe, in the Boston 
Herald, December 15th, 1905, with 
sadness penned these words: “Pro- 
testantism is a kind of modern Cer- 
berus with 125 heads, all barking 
discordantly, and is like the mob 
of Ephesus. Thoughtful Chris- 
tians, looking on and beholding 
with sadness this confusion worse 
confounded, cannot fail to ask: Did 
our Lord Jesus Christ come on this 
earth to establish this pitiful mob 
of debating societies, or a church 
of the living God, capable of mak- 


ling itself felt as a pillar and a 


ground of the faith?” 
Is unity possible without a head 
specifically authorized to settle the 
many disputes which may arise of 
the opinions of men? The Au- 
thors of the Constitution and Gov- 
ernment of the United States, 
knowing that disputes would arise 
regarding the interpretation of 
their papers, wisely adopted a Su- 
preme Court, whose final decision 
on legal questions would secure 
that unity of guidance which was 
absolutely essential to the proper 
operation of the functions of order, 
Was Jesus Christ less wise than 
these men? ere ee 
Supreme Court of Christianity 
Ask yourself the question: What 
would happen were the Supreme 
Court of the United States abolish- 
ed? The answer, of course, is 
easy: There would be no way in 
which to finally settle legal ques- 
tions! it follows that if there is no 
Supreme Court of Christianity, 
then there is no way to finally set- 
tle disputes which might arise as 


|to matters of faith and morals, 


Therefore, there would be no way 
to absolutely know what Jesus 
Christ would answer to the more 
intricate questions which might 
arise among Christians regarding 
faith and morals, and unity would 
be impossible to Christianity. 

If unity were impossible to 
Christianity, then Jesus Christ, in 
stating that “a house divided 
against itself could not stand” 
would have defeated the very pur- 
pose for which He came to this 
earth: To teach and preach the 
truth of God, which even incipient 
logicians must admit to be one in 
explanation. It is obvious there- 
fore, that Jesus Christ gave us, 
for our guidance, a creed which 
was One of Unification; that is, 
the “Creed” was “One” creed, be- 
ing uniform, or the same, for its 
acceptance by the human race, 

So often we hear charges that 
Catholics are not unified because 
of some dispute which arises among 
them relative to their creed. That 
is not a lack of unity; it is because 
one or the other, or both of them, 
through negligence, does not know 
what their creed teaches on the 
particular subject which they dis- 
cuss. Their personal opinions do 
not constitute the creed of Jesus 
Christ. Nor can the personal opin- 
ions of Protestants constitute the 
creed of Jesus Christ. For that 
creed must be One to effect a Chris- 
tianity unified, or undivided. 

In His Infinite Wisdom, knowing 
that disputes must inevitably arise 
among men as to the interpretation 
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“eye-witness thus narrates what fol- 
lowed: - pet 

“And while being racked, Euplius 
said: I thank Thee, O Christ, Guard 
‘Thou me, who for Thee am suffering 
thus. The Prefect interrupted him, 
saying: Cease, Euplius, from this 
folly. Adore the gods, and thou shalt 
be set at liberty. Euplius answered: 
I adore Christ; I utterly hate the de- 
‘mons. Do what thou wilt: I am a 
Christian. Add yet other tortures: I 
am a Christian. After he had been 
tortured a long while, the execution- 
-ers were bidden hold their hands: 
Then the Prefect said: Unhappy man, 
adore the gods. Pay worship to Mars, 
Apollo, and Aesculapius. Euplius re- 
plied: I worship the Father and the 
Son and the Holy Ghost. I adore the 
Holy Trinity, beside Whom there is 
no God. Perish the gods who did: not 
make heaven and earth, and all that 
is in them. I am a Christian. 

“The Prefect again said: Offer sac- 
Trifice, if thou wouldest be set at lib- 
erty. But Euplius answered: I sacri-: 
fice myself only to Christ. my God: 
more than this I cannot do. Thy ef- 
forts are to no purpose; I am a Chris- 
tian. Then orders were given that he 
should be tortured again; and whilst 
every bone was wrenched from its 
socket, he cried out: Thanks to Thee, 
O Christ. Help me, O Christ! For 
Thee do I suffer thus, O Christ. When 
finally all- his strength had left him 
and his voice was gone, he still re 
peated these same exclamations with 
his lips only.” (Ruinart, Acta Mart. 
p. 439, as quoted by B. J. Otten, S. J., 
in The Reason Why, p. 264). 

In the dying words of Euplius, 
‘there is echoed the confession of faith 
in Christ’s divinity that came from 
the lips not of hundreds but of thou- 
sands of martyrs. With their last 
breath, they breathed the name of 
their Lord and Master, Jesus Christ. 
That long line of martyrs, consisting 
of men, women, and children, who 
withstood the allurements of the pre- 
fects and the refined cruelties of the 
executioners, who poured out their 
treasures and their life’s blood for 
their Saviour, reveal to us the faith 
of the infant Church with a clarity 
and a certainty that far transcend 
the power of mere words to express. 
Their profession of faith is written 
in the deathless language of im- 
mortal deed. 


The Juggling of Modernists 


The writer would like to rest the 
ease here. But there is a school of 
thought in which Jesus is spoken of 
as a great social reformer, a noble, 
ethical personality, but not divine, 
which demands at least brief consid- 
eration. 

This school of writers of which 
Renan stands as an early symbol and 
in which an increasing number of 
Protestant ministers are now to be 
found, depicts Jesus as wiser than 
Socrates, a greater lawgiver than 
Solon, a nobler ethical personality 
than Plato or Spinoza.

The Discovery of a Complex 


Thus says Dr. Parrish: “His teach- 
ing was profound and penetrating. 
In the moral and spiritual sphere he 
is admittedly without a rival. What- 
ever traditional sources he may have 
used he gave a colorful simplicity 
and an added touch to age-long wis. 
dom. The modern critic may conclude 
that he had what the psychoanalyists 
would call a complex in that he was 
convinced that his interior life was 
illuminated by the divine indwelling 
and the egoisms attributed to him are 
of the most astounding sort.. He was 
one with the Father. But there is no 
reason to think that the mind of 
Jesus received its illumination in any

. Here, indeed, are some fine antics 
of juggling. On the one hand, Christ 
is a great moral and spiritual teacher 
— “admittedly without a rival.” On

He is one with the Father, who tells 
us He “shall come in his majesty, and 
all the angels with him, then shall he 
sit upon the seat of his majesty: and 
all nations shall be gathered together 
before him” (Matt. 25, 31), is the 
victim of megalomania, suffering de- 
lusions of grandeur, and His testi- 
mony is, therefore, thoroughly unre- 
liable. Is this not a capital illustra- 
tion of a man blowing hot and cold at 
the same time? Is it not a clear case 
of a person contradicting with one 
breath that which was uttered with 
the previous one? Within the limits 
of a single paragraph, Christ is de- 
picted as the greatest moral and 
spiritual teacher in the world. Then 
suddenly the mask falls. Christ is 
disclosed to us as suffering from a 
mental complex, experiencing ego- 
isms “of the most astounding sort,” 
which render His utterances so many 
hallucinations, the expressions of a 
diseased mind. 


The writer must confess his total 
inability to hug to his bosom these 
two mutually contradictory portraits 
of Jesus. How different from the 
conclusion of Dr. Parrish was that 
reached by that other erstwhile scep- 
tic, Thomas, who doubted the testi- 
mony of the other Apostles that 
Christ had appeared to them during 
his absence. When later the. Master 
appeared in their midst, “the doors 
being shut,” He said to the doubting 
Thomas: “Put in thy finger hither, 
and see my hands; and bring hither 
thy hand, and put it into my side; and 
be not faithless, but believing.’’ Then 
it was that the last vestige of doubt 
was dispelled from the mind of 
Thomas, and falling upon his knees, 
he says simply: “My Lord, and my 
God” (John 20:28), 


God or Deceiver? 


Hence, of all the positions which 
one may take in regard to the char- 
acter of Jesus, this position of the 
modernists as expressed by Dr. Par- 
rish is, in the judgment of the writer, 
the most illogical and untenable. 
Why? For the simple reason that if 
Jesus is simply a good and truthful 
man, He must be God. For Jesus 
claims to be one with the Father, 
claims, to be divine. He goes to His 
death upon Calvary for His insistence 
upon the fact. He teaches His dis- 
ciples this fact. He sends them out to 
teach the world this truth, and to be 
willing to die like Himself rather 
than deny it. The whole Christian 
world has believed this truth upon 
His authority. | 

Now if Christ be not divine, He is 
either a wilful deceiver or is the vic- 
tim of hallucinations, which blight 
His whole character and personality.

Poor London Litigants 
Lose Great Friend As 
Catholic Lawyer Dies 


London.—Poor prisoners and liti- 
gants in London have lost a gener- 
ous friend by the death of Chris- 
tian Joseph Grobel, prominent 
Catholic attorney. 

On many occasions he refused 
cases which would have paid him 
well in order to appear in other 
courts for people who could com- 
pensate him only with a word of 
thanks. He was one of the first to 
join the Society of Our Lady of 
Good Counsel, which gives free 
legal aid to the poor. 

Through his efforts several Lon- 
don magistrates now automatically 
inquire into the religion of youth- 
ful offenders so that they may be 
put in charge of Catholic organiza- 
tions. 

In the World War he gave valu- 
able service to the Government by 
cross-examining German prisoners 
captured from submarines. At the 
same period he also spent hours at 
night in huts attending to the com- 
fort of soldiers home on leave. 


‘Sunshine Girl’, Star 
On Radio At 11, Dies 


Chicago.—The ll-year-old “sun- 
shine girl” of radio, known to thou- 
sands of radio listeners of Chicago 
and the Middle West for her de- 
lightful rendering of Bohemian, 
German and Italian folk songs, was 
buried recently from Our Lady of 
Lourdes church. 

Her name was Gladys Kasak. 
She began her promising radio 
career at the age of five when she 
won the interest of Irma Glen, or- 
gan soloist. In recent years she 
had broadcast regularly over the 
NBC chain. 

Gladys appeared before parish 
gatherings several times a week 
during the winter months, and in 
addition to her singing entertain- 
ed with the accordion and piano, 
and, occasionally, did a tap dance. 
A sudden attack of a stomach com- 
plaint caused her death as she was 
being rushed to a hospital. 


Kongmoon, China.—The Most 
Rev. James E. Walsh, of Cumber- 


land, Md., Vicar Apostolic of the 


Maryknoll Kongmoon Mission, 
here, has expressed himself as fol- 
lows concerning the medical pro- 
fession in China: 

“The scientifically trained native 
doctor has one great advantage 
over the foreign doctor, and it is 
the circumstance that he himself is 
Chinese. He knows, not only his 
subject, but his subjects. It is 
easier to add medicine to a Chinese 
than it is to add Chinese to a me- 
dico. Armed with his mother 
tongue and his atavistic psycho- 
logy; the native doctor will be able 
not only to cure the disease, but 
also the patient. Even with the old 
style Chinese doctors this has been 
a strong point, for what they do 
not know about sickness they make 
up for in knowledge of the sick, 
and between the two they are sur- 
prisingly ready for any emergency. 

“As for the foreign doctor in 
China, his way has not been easy. 
The general attitude towards him 
favors giving him a trial. That is 
something, but, unless he can pro- 
duce instant miracles, his practice 
often ends where it begins. Most 
of the cases he gets have usually 
passed through the hands of var- 
ious Chinese doctors and village 
grandmothers, before he is ap- 
pealed to as a last resort. He ie 
then expected to cure, not only the 
disease, but also the various weird 
effects of the prior treatments. If 
he succeeds, he may or may not 
be given due credit; but, if he fails, 
he can usually count on receiving 
the blame, no matter how hopeless 
the case.” 

Dr. Harry Blaber, a Catholie 
physician, of Brooklyn, N. Y., whe 
is working in Bishop Walsh’s Vic- 
ariate, shares the American pre- 
late’s views concerning the medical 
profession in China, and is devot- 
ing considerable time to training 
promising Chinese youths in West- 
ern medicine. 


Modern Practices 
Tending To Debase 
Womanhood Scored 


St. Louis.—Declaring that “a 
nation is as good as its women,” 
the Rev. Joseph J. Ostheimer, pas- 
tor of St. Peter’s church, Coplay, 
Pa., urged the delegates to the six- 
teenth meeting of the National 
Catholic Women’s Union to support 
a maternity guild movement and 
“to combat birth control and other 
pagan practices tending to debase 
womanhood.” 

“Before the Christian era,” Fath- 
er Ostheimer said, “woman was a 
chattel and a slave af man to be 
bought and sold. Jesus Christ, 
coming into the world by being 
born of the Virgin Mary, chose 
this method to place His seal of 
divine approval on motherhood and 
womanhood. Today, under the 
cloak of progressiveness, modern 
practices are hacking away at the 
pedestal and seek to destroy the 
glory and dignity of woman. When 
Greece and Rome forsook the bles- 
sings and duties of motherhood, 
those nations disintegrated and 
were destroyed.” 


Break Ground For Huge 
Columbus Statue, Gift 
Of Italians In Chicago 


Chicago.—Ground was broken 
Monday in Grant Park on the lake 
front near the Field Museum for a 
magnificent statue of Christopher 
Columbus, the dedication of which 
will be one of the outstanding fea- 
tures of the 1933 Century of Pro- 
gress, Chicago’s World’s Fair. 

The statue will tower 40 feet 
from a massive base and besides 
the commanding figure of the 
Great Discoverer, it will contain 
smaller figures of Columbus’ flag 
ship and of persons who helped 
make possible the discovery of the 
new world.

25 Years In India 

Bishop Crowley, who is in the 
United States for a brief visit, has 
labored in India since 1907. He is 
said to be the first alumnus of the 
Catholic University of America to 
enter upon the career of a foreign 
missionary. He has been Bishop 
of Dacea since 1927; and at present 
there are 40 American missionaries 


him in Bengal 

“For the past twenty-five years,” 
Bishop Crowley said, “I have work- 
ed in the Diocese of Dacca, Bengal, 
India. The Holy Father has en- 
trusted this large mission of twelve 
million souls to the American reli- 
gious of the Congregation of Holy 
Cross. God has blessed the sacri- 
fices of the missionaries and their 
zealous cooperators, native priests 
and catechists. Never has there 
been a larger number of unbeliev- 
ers asking for instruction in our 
holy faith. This is the encouraging 
experience of every missionary. 
Given the cooperation of Catholics 
at home, which has helped us so 
materially these recent years, we

Noted Eugenists 


Denounce Birth Control 


NEW YORK CITY. — Modern 
birth control and its advocates 
fared poorly at the Third Interna- 
tional Congress of Eugenics, 

Although birth control was a 
major subject of many of the pa- 
pers read at the opening sessions, 
not one of the speakers expressed 
approval of the movement or of the 


tion of modern birth control as ad- 
vocated today, ranged from the 
proposal of a noted Brazilian scien- 
tist that the State award a bonus 
to parents regarded as of good 
stock to statements by a distin- 
guished American anthropologist 
that birth control was a peril to 
the human race by defeating its 
own purpose in abolishing good 
stock and failing to diminish the 
breeding of the so-called unfit. 

Asserting that the cause of hu- 
man betterment in the matter of 
breeding good stock must be served 
by positive rather than negative 
means, Dr. Henry Fairfield Os- 
born, of the American Museum of 
Natural History, here, internation- 
ally famous anthropologist, in a 
paper read for him in his absence, 
said that at present the ablest and 
most intelligent persons are prac- 
ticing birth control, while those fe- 
garded as unfit are not. 

“For the time at least,” Dr. Os- 
born said, “I am very 
about birth control. In. fact, on 
eugenic as well as. evolutionary 
lines, I am strongly opposed to 
many directions which the birth 


fundamentally unnatural and hence 
destined sooner or later to fail of 
their original more or less benevo- 
lent purposes.” 

In view of the alarming inroads 
that birth control is making in the 
ranks of the fit, Dr. Renato Kebhl, 
of Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, recom- 
mended that a $50 a month bonus 
be paid by the State to the parents 
of good heredity when their third 
child reaches the age of five. 


Child Delinquency 
Rises Then Declines 


WASHINGTON. — Juvenile de- 
linguency increased in 1930, as 
compared with the three-year per- 
iod of 1927-1929, the Children’s 
Bureau of the Department of La- 
bor announced. 

Figures received after the report 
was compiled indicated that the 
upward trend was not maintained 
throughout the year, however, the 
bureau added, and in 1931 there 
appeared to be an actual drop in 
the delinquency rate. The report 
was based on data sent in by 
ninety-two courts, compared with 
ninety-six in 1929 and forty-three 
in 1927. 

Out of eighteen court areas from 
which reports were received, five 
reported a lower rate for boys than 
in the 1927-1929 period, the most 
significant decline being noted in 
Westchester County, N. Y., and 
Marion County, Ind. 

In eleven areas the rate for boys 
increased. The rate for girls in- 
ereased in Lake County, Ind., Buf- 
falo and Philadelphia. It was lower 
in Westchester County, N. Y., and 
in the District of Columbia, and 
remained constant in ten areas.

Opinion given in various 
quarters was that the Bolsheviki 
‘had decided to change their tactics 
‘from forthright attacks upon re- 
igion to more subtle methods of 
propaganda. 

When a large church was de- 
i‘molished in Moscow early this 
‘year, the authorities gave the ex- 
‘planation that the church was no 
‘longer needed and that its archi- 
tecture was not of such importance 
as to merit its preservation on ar- 
tistic grounds. Visitors to Russia 
from time to time during the past 
‘year have reported § attending 
church and finding no special re- 
strictions. 


Prussia Prohibits 
Displays of Nudity 


BERLIN.—For the Deputy Com- 
missioner for Prussia, Dr. Franz 
Bracht, who replaced Dr. Carl Sev- 
ering, Socialist Minister of the In- 
terior, because in the opinion of the 
Reich Government law and order 
in Prussia had to be restored, has 
indicated that moral order in Prus- 
sia is just as close to his heart as 
political order. He has announced 
his determination to suppress all 
“nhenomena of cultural disintegra- 
tion” in the big cities as far as 
possible. 

Dr. Bracht announces that he is 
against “the shameless degradation 
‘of woman’s honor and dignity that 
represents the typical phenomenon 
of degeneration contradicting the 
Christian morality of the Ger- 
mans.” Therefore the display of 
nudity in theatres and shows of all 
kinds will henceforth be prohibited, 
as well as attempts to attract cus- 
tomers to night clubs by means of 
scantily-dressed women. 

As for beauty contests, Dr. 
Bracht states: : 

“Juries or large crowds judging 
the points of the physical charms 
of German women dressed only in 
bathing suits in order to crown 
them as beauty queens are a sign’ 
of cultural decay. Things of that 
sort henceforth must be prevented.

What Spain Owes 
To Her Religious 
Told In New Book

Washington.—The series of arti- 
cles written by the Rev. Manuel 
Grana, Madrid correspondent for 
the N. C. W. C. News Service, 
which apeared in El Debate and 
other Catholic. dailies in Europe at 
the time when the Cortes was con- 
sidering suppression of thereligious 
Orders, has been published in book 
form under the title Que debe Es- 
pana a los Religiosos? (What does 
Spain owe to the Religious?) 


The volume is dedicated to “those 
glorious but nameless workers for 
Christian civilization, Religious of 
all Orders scattered throughout 
Spain and Spanish America.” 


At the time of their serial pub- 
lication, Father Grana’s articles 
won high praise from L’Osserva- 
tore Romano, Vatican daily. They 
recount the real worth of the con- 
tributions of the various Orders 
and Congregations to the life and 
development of Spain. 


It would be impossible within 
the scope of an ordinary volume to 
tell in detail the history of the Re- 
ligious in Spain, and so the author 
has limited himself to the outstand- 
ing achievements of each Order 
from the aspect of national impor- 
tance. 

The Augustinians, it is said, have 
increased ten-fold the worth of the 
library of the Escorial through 
their expert cataloging, particular- 
ly of the collection of Arab manu- 
scripts. and Hebrew codices. When 
they took charge of the library in 
1885, the greater part of the 5,000 
index ecards were practically use- 
less. When they finished their cata- 
loging there were 54,000 cards. The 
catalogue of the Latin codices re- 
quired five volumes and the Cas- 
tilian three. This work, which was 
done without remuneration, would 
have cost the government a for- 


tune.

Man’s Sight Restored 
As He Visits English 
Place Of Pilgrimage 


London.—What is apparently a 
“first class” cure is reported from 
St. Winefride’s Well at Holywell, 
North Wales, where John Elwy 
Davies, who was blinded in an ex- 
plosion at Windsor, Ontario, is 
making a pilgrimage in thanksgiv- 
ing for the restoration of his sight. 

On January 16, 1930, while help- 
ing to paint a huge electric trans- 
former at the Windsor-Walker 
Technical School at Windsor, Mr. 
Davies was involved in an explos- 
rion which burned his optic nerve, 
rendering him blind in both eyes. 
In Canada he was examined by an 
eminent eye specialist and given 
special treatment, which, however, 
was unsuccessful. On leaving an 
Ontario hospital he heard the spec- 
ialist say to his wife: “I am afraid 
that you will have to be the bread- 
winner now.” 


Four months after the accident, 
Mr. Davies returned to Rhyl, his 
native Welsh town, where later, the 
pastor, Canon Quinn, advised him 
to go to Holywell. He took the ad- 
vice a few days ago, and on the 
morning after his arrival was led 
to an early Mass. After Mass, he 
was immersed in the well three 
times and a few seconds later his 
sight was restored. 


Describing his sensations he 
said: “It was like someone running 
their hands gently across my eyes, 
and then it was like two great 
doors opening to the light.” 


He showed intense joy at the

The SOUL of Jesus went into 


} Limbo. In the XII chapter of St. 


Matthew we find these words “the 
heart of the earth”. St. Paul writ- 
ing to the Ephesians says “He 
descended into the lower parts of 
the earth”. (Eph. IV-9.) He did 
not descend to the hell of the wick- 
ed and the damned, but to that 
place of rest, where those who had 
lived geod lives and had died be- 
fore the coming of Christ were 
awaiting the Redemption. Catho- 
lies commonly call this place 
“Limbo”, 

Christ’s soul descended there to 
tell them the glad news of their 
deliverance. St. Peter writes (ist. 
Peter ITI-19) — “He went and 
preached to those spirits that were 
in prison.” The gates of Heaven 
had been shut against all souls, 
from the time of Adam’s sin, until 
Christ the Saviour reopened them 
through His sufferings and death. 
Hence, countless souls were await- 
ing the Saviour, and His descent 
to their place of rest must have 
turned that Limbo into a paradise 
of delight. There is no yesterday 
nor tomorrow with God. His is an 
Eternal day. That is perhaps why 
Jesus told the penitent thief on 
the cross: “This day theu shalt be 
with Me in paradise.” 


The Soul of Christ remamed in 
Limbo from three o’cloek on Fri- 
day afternoon until early on Sun- 
day morning. On Easter Sunday 
He arose from the dead. Our Di- 
vine Saviour had been dead and 
buried part of three days. “On the 
third day” Christ raised His Bles- 
sed Body to life. 


By His Own Divine Power, His 
Soul returned to the Body. “I lay 
down My iife that I might take it 
again. . . And I have power to lay 
it down, and I have power to take 
it up again.” (John X—17-18) 
“Destroy this temple, and in three 
days I will raise it up;. . . but He 
spoke of the temple of HIS 
BODY.” (John Ii-19-21). The beau- 
tifnul Scripture story of the Resur- 
rection should interest you. It is 
quite lengthy to quote here. Why 
not look up the 26th. and 28th. 
chapters of the Gospel of St. Mat- 
thew? Christ appeared during 
forty days, and on one occasion 
told St. Thomas to touch His 
wounds. This is conclusive proof 
that the Body of Jesus was raised 
to hfe again. 

The Resurrection of Christ is a 
most important and fundamental! 
Article of Christian Faith. Jesus 
had promised to “rise again” on 
the third day, as we read in the 
21st. and 22nd. verses of the XVII 
chapter of St. Matthew. St. Paul 
wrote: “If Christ be not risen 
again, then is our preaching vain, 
and your faith is also vain. But 
now Christ IS risen from the dead, 
the first fruits of them that sleep.” 

On account of the importance of 
this doctrine and mystery, children, 
we have referred you frequently to 
the Bible, where you can read for 
yourselves the actual foundations 
for the Catholic belief. So many 
not of our faith are students of the 
Bible, we should be able and ready 
to show the Scriptural proof for 
our belief in the Resurrection, and 
henee, the Divinity of Jesus Christ 
our Saviour and Redeemer.

After the Most Holy Sacrament 


jof the Altar, and the Sacramentals 


so closely connected with It, tire 
Church has another precious Sacra- 
mental known as the “Holy Oils”. 
Certainly those Holy Oils used in 
elevating a bishop or priest to 
his sacred dignity; used in conse- 
crating an altar, a chalice, a bell, 
or in blessing a baptismal font, 
turn our minds and hearts to 
many of the holiest things and 
ceremonies in the Church. 

The word “oil”, refers to “olive 
oil”, one of the purest of oils. The 
olive and cedar trees were the most 
important trees in the East. Ac- 
cording to the Book of Psalms, the 
Cedar tree represented majesty and 
strength; the Olive tree suggested 


| plenty, usefulness, beauty and long 


life. You remember the Olive 
Branch which the dove brought 
back to Noah in the Ark. Oils are 
also used as food, for light, for 
medicine, and strengthening a 
weakened body by application. 

With these short suggestions you 
may see why the “Holy Oils” so 
solemnly blessed by the Bishops on 
Holy Thursday each year, are es- 
teemed so highly as Sacramentals. 
Oils in the Church are used for 
three purposes. The names, ac- 
cording to the purpose of each oil, 
are, Oil of Catechumens, used to 
anoint those who are admitted to 
the Sacrament of Baptism: Holy 
Chrism, used to- anoint, and is a 
mixture of Olive Oil and Balsam, 
(balm). The Oil of the Sick is the 
Holy Oil used in the Sacrament of 
Extreme Unction, j 

It would be impossible to explain 
to you the very solemn ceremonies 
of blessing the Holy Oils. They are 
blessed only by Bishops and during 
the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass on 
Thursday of Holy Week. If it is 
ever possible you should try te be 
present at this ceremony sometime. 

Holy Oils are used in the cere- 
monies of elevating a bishop, and 
the ordination of a priest. The 
priest uses these Oils in the Sacra- 
ments of Baptism and Extreme 
Unetion. These Holy Oils are used 
in the consecration of the altar, or 
altar stone, used at each altar 
where the Mass is celebrated. Of 
course the paten, or gold saucet 
used at Mass, as well as the chalice 
must be consecrated by the bishop, 
and Holy Oils are used. The bells 
which call the faithful to worship, 
are also consecrated with Holy Oils.
